He said in all instances ac- 
cidents have been between 
vehicles travelling westwards 
along Railway Street South 
and vehicles travelling south- 
wards along McBain Street. 

He cited two factors which 
make the corner dangerous. 
Firstly as Railway Street 
South is a-one way street, 
motorists may be unaware or 
are forgetful that traffic may 
enter ‘ne intersection from 
the north, Secondly the high 
ground in the centre of the 
railway reserve and the fence 
posts and gates on the reserve

Street, 

Mr Simmons pointed out 
that notices are not necessary 
as the cars actually drive over 
railway property which raotor- 
ists have no right of access to 
cross and which can be closed 
at any time, He suggested a
